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Fighting  sleep  in  morning  classes... 
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Evening  meal  and  dreading  studying... 
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Singing  Blue  and  Gold  with  the  Plebes. 
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These  are  all  part  of  everyday  life  at  the  Naval  Academy,  things  that  oc- 
cur everyday.  Things  that  occur  so  much  that  you  soon  forget  about  them 
after  graduation.  Things  become  a  part  of  the  routine.  So  regimented  is  the 
midshipman's  day  that  you  can  hardly  remember  the  everyday  workings  of 
one's  own  existence  for  four  years.  It  is  these  everyday  experiences  that 
the  Naval  Academy  apart  from  every  other  commissioning  source,  from  ev- 
ery other  college.  It  is  the  day-in  and  day-out  grind  over  four  years  that  the 
forges  civilians  into  graduates  of  the  Boat  School.  It  is  these  everyday  ex- 
periences that  bond  Academy  graduates  across  the  generations:  from  the 
Forrestal  lectures  to  Friday  nights  in  the  Hall,  from  Wednesday  evening  meal 
to  working  out  in  Macdoungh,  these  are  the  experiences  that  define  us  all. 

When  you  go  through  this  yearbook  many  years  from  your  graduation, 
how  much  will  you  remember?  How  much  will  have  just  blended  together? 
Probably  more  than  we  would  believe  is  possible.  This  year,  the  Lucky  Bag 
will  try  to  capture  some  of  those  memories  for  you.  The  Lucky  Bag  will  dis- 
play the  everyday  life  of  the  Naval  Academy  in  full  color  to  help  you  remember 
and  recall  with  the  same  emotions  they  drew  out  as  when  you  experienced 
them. 
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This  is  not  a  complete  history  of  the  Class  of  2005.  This  is  only  but  a  remembrance  of  our  Four  Years  by  the  Bay. 
There  is  no  way  to  compile  a  complete  history  for  our  class,  this  history's  purpose  is  to  refresh  the  memories  of  all 
the  times  we  had  together  and  the  things  that  affected  our  lives  from  June  29,2001  to  May  27,  2005.  I  hope  this 
account  can  bring  back  some  memories  that  have  been  forgotten. 


From  the  day  we  showed  up  to  Annapolis  and  started  our  journey  together,  there  was 
something  special  about  the  Class  of  2005.  We  had  the  highest  SAT  scores  in  the  history  of  the 
Naval  Academy  (something  that  would  be  bested  by  following  classes)  but  there  were  other  more 
intangible  characteristics  that  made  our  class  great. 

We  can  all  remember  l-day.    The  long  winding  line  in  front  of 
Alumni  Hall,  filled  with  friends,  families,  girlfriends  and  boyfriends,  that 

were  all  as  anxious  as  we  were.  As 
we  entered  the  glass  doors  into  the 
air-conditioned  beast,  we  knew  we 
would  never  be  the  same.  A  table 
awaited  us  with  detailers  handing 
out  name  tags  and  giving  us  these 
instructions:   "Put  one  on.  The  first 

and  last  words  out  of  your  mouth  become  sir  or  ma'am.  Follow 
the  yellow  line  up  the  stairs  to  the  next  table.  Memorize  these 
six  digits."  These  six  digits,  your  al- 
pha code  would  come  to  define  your 
life.  We  moved  on  and  received  everything  from  socks  and  underwear  to 
whiteworks  and  Dixie  cups.  We  soon  realized  that  board  shorts  and  flip- 
flops  would  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

It  rained  on  our  l-day.  It  not  only  rained,  it  stormed  with  thunder  and 
lightning,  only  to  clear  up  for  the  swearing  in  ceremony.  We  were  greeted 
with  a  fly-over,  our  first  of  many  at  the  Academy.  We  looked  up  surrepti- 
tiously unsure  if  we  were  supposed/allowed  to  look  up  at  the  passing  jets. 
Vice  Admiral  Ryan,  the  Grand  Ole  Supe,  welcomed  us  to  the  Naval  Acad- 
emy. At  the  time,  we  did  not  how  good  we  had  it 
with  him.  After  saying  goodbye  to  all  that  we  knew, 
we  entered  the  world  of  the  unknown. ..Plebe  Sum- 
mer had  officially  started,  or  so  we  thought. 

The  first  few  days  were  a  kinder  and  gentler  Plebe  Summer  than  most  of 
us  had  anticipated  filled  with  briefings  and  placement  tests.  But  all  good 
things  must  come  to  an  end,  and  sure  enough,  we  awoke  one  morning  to 
find  totally  new  detailers  yelling  at  us.  Apparently,  sometime  between  the 
night  before  and  that  morning  Plebe  Summer  kicked  into  high  gear. 

Camp  Tecumseh  was  over  and  the  big  bad  detailers  were  out.  PEP  was  not  the  only  physical 
workout  the  Class  of  2005  received.  Every  mistake,  every  unmotivated  sock,  every  unknown  rate 
was  subject  to  physical  punishment.  While  not  usually  pleasant,  the  physical  pain  associated  with 
mistakes  soon  helped  you  to  remember  not  to  do  certain  things.  Of  course  there  were  times 
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when  it  was  more  amusing  than  anything  else,  days  when  the  sweat  flowed

Hgffi^=^_?    slipping  and  you'd  come  crashing   down  to  the  deck  only 
~^to  repeat  the  process  while  laughing  with  your  classmate 
L  on  the  other  side  of  the  P-way  who  suffered  a  similar  fate. 
^  Meanwhile  your  injured  class  mates  armed  with  mops  tried  | 
to  soak  up  some  of  the  sweat  so  that  the  detailers  could 
^continue  their  punishment.    In  case  you  really  got  out  of 
line,  there  was  the  dreaded  Quarterdeck:  never  a  pleasant 
experience.  If  that  failed,  well,  PMP  with  the  Gunnys. 

Hlebe  Summer  wasn't  just  about  physical  devel- 
opment  though.    It  was  an  immersion  into,  what  was  to  most,  an  entirely 

new  culture.  Former  POWs,  astronauts, 
Holocaust  survivors  and  generals  tried  to 
impress  on  us  the  ideals  of  loyalty,  honor, 
commitment,  service,  sacrifice,  and  duty. 
No  one  will  ever  forget  the  heart-wrench- 
ing "Attention  to  Detail"  talk  accompanied 
by  "Lean  on  Me"  playing  softly  in  the  back- 
ground, the  body  bag  lying  on  the  cold  hard 
floor,  the  free  flowing  tears  on  every  face, 
the  staggering  emotion  in  the  voices  revealing  the  real  life  tragedies  they 
experienced  due  to  carelessness.  Right  then  and  there  we  vowed  that  we 
would  not  let  that  happen  to  those  under  our  command. 

We  had  parades  and  drill  to  teach  us  military  discipline  and  team- 
work. The  O-Course,  the  old  E-Course,  the  brand-new  Tarzan  Assault  Course,  the  Squad  Combat 
Course,  tested  as  individuals  to  give  us  confidence  in  ourselves  and  forced  us  to  work  together 
to  learn  to  trust  those  around  us.   We  fought  our  way  through  the  Plebe  Hack.   We  built  strong 
arms  from  holding  out  our  pillow  cases  stuffed  with  our  sheets 
in  the  mornings  before  PER    We  had  sailing  with  the  Ensigns, 
a  chance  for  us  to  push  our  socks  down  and  let  loose  for  a  few 
short  hours.  We  had  Aught-Five  Hour  in  Dahlgren  with  the  chap- 
lains and  Krispy  Kreme.  We  traveled  to  Baltimore  for  an  Orioles 
baseball  game  where  we  showed  off  our  new  whites  and  gorged 

ourselves  on  hotdogs  and  soda. 

Plebe  Parents'  Weekend  couldn't  have 

come  fast  enough  for  most,  but  when  it  did  come,  many  spent  it  sleeping 
in  their  parents  hotel  rooms.  We  got  our  first  taste  of  liberty.  We  wore  our 
uniforms  proudly,  used  sir  and  ma'am  with  regularity  even  when  referring 
to  our  parents,  and  saw  our  significant  others  for  the  first  time  in  six  weeks. 
Plebes  and  their  families  packed  restaurants  in  the  Annapolis  area  and  the 
Midstore  lines  were  never-ending.  All  too  soon,  everyone  came  back  Sun- 
day with  a  new  room  fan  and  longing  for  Thanksgiving  leave  as  detailers 
blasted  Christmas  Carols  out  their  windows  to  greet  our  return  to  the  con- 
fines of  Bancroft  Hall  on  Sunday  night. 
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Parents  weekend  was  not  the  end  of  Plebe  Summer  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination. 
First,  we  had  to  move  out  of  our  Plebe  Summer  rooms  and  into  our  rooms  in  our  company  areas. 
Some  had  it  easy  moving  up,  down,  or  over  a  few  decks,  others  had  the  misfortune  of  trying  to 
move  out  to  7th  and  8th  wings  or  for  one  company,  Ricketts.  Then  came  the  last  test  of  Plebe 
Summer,  Brigade  Trials  to  prove  that  we  were  ready  to  join  the  Brigade  of  Midshipmen. 

Ah,  the  Brigade  of  Midshipmen,  the  entity  we  knew  only  through  the  stories  our  detailers 
had  told  us:  the  three-to-one  upperclass  to  Plebe  ratio,  that  it  was  Plebe  Summer  with  chemistry. 
Hello  night  was  a  terrifying  experience  with  90  to  1 00  upperclass  in  your  face  asking  you  1 00  differ- 
ent rates.  During  Reform,  we  would  walk  around  in  packs,  afraid  to  venture  off  alone  and  get  cor- 
nered. Rear  Admiral  Locklear,  our  first  Commandant,  told  us  "The  Naval  Academy  is  not  Camelot." 
It  wasn't  perfect  and  it  wasn't  for  everyone. 

Once  the  year  really  began,  we  found  out  that  things  had  been  "slight- 
ly" exaggerated.  The  return  of  the  Brigade  showed  us  there  where  two  stan- 
dards, the  Plebe  standard  of  spotless  uniforms  and  rooms  and  the  Upper 
Class  standard  far  below  that.  It  was  all  a  part  of  the  indoctrination.  Our  first 
football  game  was  a  disappointment,  the  worst  lost  in  Navy  history  to  Geor- 
gia Tech,  and  foreshadowed  the  long  season  ahead  of  us.  Instead  of  betting 
that  we  would  win,  we  bet  in  the  hope  of  betting  the  spread,  but  we  always 
lost  this  year.  Our  first  march  on  was  also  the  last  march  on  in  front  of  St. 
John's  for  the  next  couple  years  as  a  tragedy  was  about  to  strike  our  country. 

Plebe  Year  was  rolling  along  just  as  it  should,  with  pro-knowl- 
edge, chemistry,  and  calculus  when  a  day  dawned  that  changed 
our  lives,  our  careers  and  our  nation  forever.  September  11, 
2001  occurred  just  a  few  weeks  into  our  first  semester  on  a 
regular  Tuesday  morning.  Whether  you  were  in  Chem  lab, 
leadership  class,  or  taking  a  Calculus  quiz,  we  all  distinctly  re- 
member where  we  were  and  what  we  were  doing  when  we 
found  out.  Classes  were  officially  cancelled  during  fourth  pe- 
riod and  the  Mids  sent  back  to  the  protective  walls  of  Bancroft 
Hall  everyone  gathered  in  the  ward  room  to  watch  the  chaos 
and  devastation  unfold.  Lunch  was  rolling  tray  with  no  more  than  one  battalion  at  a  time  in  King 
Hall.  No  one  knew  what  was  really  going  on.  Who  attacked  us?  Why  did  they  choose  the  targets 
they  did?  Were  more  attacks  yet  to  come?  We  were  glued  to  our  computers  and  TVs  as  NADN 
delivered  us  images  that  we  will  never  forget.  We  stood  watch  armed  with  our  bayonets  in  front 
of  every  door  to  Bancroft,  regardless  of  location.  Suddenly,  in  the  course  of  one  fall  morning,  we 
were  at  war.  President  Bush  addressed  the  nation  that  night  and  told  the  men  and  women  of  the 
Armed  Forces  to  "be  ready."  He  was  speaking  to  us,  though  we  were  still  in  school,  we  had  been 
given  a  new  resolve  and  purpose.  j^^^f 

The  country  bounced  back,  as  did  we.  A  new  sense  of  pa- 
triotism surged  through  the  nation  as  we  went  back  to  our  ev- 
eryday lives.  The  football  team  still  struggled,  as  we  did  with 
Plebe  chemistry.  The  nation  mobilized  for  war  against  the  Tal- 
iban regime  in  Afghanistan  that  had  given  the  terrorists  who 
attacked  us  asylum  and  had  oppressed  its  own  people.  We 
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departed  on  Thanksgiving  leave  and  savoring  our  first  taste  of  home  since  the  end  of  June.  People 
thanked  us  for  our  service  to  our  country  but  we  felt  like  we  hadn't  done  anything  yet. 

Little  did  we  know  when  we  arrived  on  June  29  that  we  would  be  the  last  class  to  come  to 
the  Academy  in  peacetime  for  many  years  to  come.  Our  nation  was  now  at  war,  not  with  a  coun- 
try or  an  easily  defined  enemy,  but  against  an  expression  of  hatred  so  deep  that  men  were  willing 
to  throw  their  lives  away  in  suicide  attacks  to  destroy  our  way  of  life.  This  war  was  going  to  be 
fought  throughout  our  whole  careers.  We  came  in  expecting  to  be  part  of  a  new  era  of  peace  and 
prosperity,  to  take  advantage  of  free  college,  cool  summer  vacations,  and  guaranteed  employment 
after  graduation,  only  to  find  out  that  there  was  no  joke  about  it,  "We,"  as  COL  Allen  would  tell  us 
so  many  times,  "were  a  nation  at  war."  On  the  lighter  side,  Thanksgiving  break  signaled  the  first 
semester's  nearing  end.  We  enjoyed  the  Thanksgiving  feast,  showed  off  our  uniforms  at  home, 
and  brought  back  some  good  material  for  pranks  for  the  week  of  all  weeks:  Army  Week. 

Army  Week  our  Plebe  Year  was  not  just  about  the  game.  It  was  about  crab 
meat  that  had  been  sitting  in  the  ceilings  since  August  coming  out  and  getting 
used  against  the  upperclass.  It  was  about  bringing  out  mattresses  and  having 
hall  brawls  with  other  companies  and  the  other  classes.  It  was  about  getting 
the  detailers  back  for  sending  us  to  the  quarterdeck.  It  was  about  flooding  the 
deck  with  water  and  soap  and  practicing  "carrier  landings."  It  was  drinking  a 
"Beat  Army,"  "assassinations"  or  "Wildmans"  in  King  Hall.  Most  of  all,  it  was 
time  to  get  the  exchange  cadets.  An  all-time  high  for  injuries,  capped  by  a 
broken  arm  for  one  of  the  Army  Cadets,  led  to  the  lock  down  of  Army  Week  on 
Thursday  night  and  the  end  of  that  kind  of  Army  Week  forever. 

We  survived  our  first  Academy  Finals  and  headed  out  on  a  Christmas 
leave  that  came  and  went  far  too  quickly.   The  2/C  welcomed  us  back  with 
Back  to  Basics.  The  Dark  Ages  set  in  and  though  it  only  snowed  twice,  the  dreariness  of  second 
semester  was  still  inescapable,  classes  were  tougher  and  we  became  more  and  more  tired  of  be- 
ing Plebes.  Spring  Break  couldn't  come  soon  enough,  but  more  importantly,  Herndon  loomed  ever 
closer  on  the  horizon. 

Sea  Trials  was  held  the  week  before  Herndon  and  was  the  last  step- 
ping stone  in  our  path.  Our  closing  ceremony  was  held  in  Halsey,  with  us  in 
dirty  cammies  and  the  Brigade  watching  in  whites.  We  were  given  anchors 
by  our  cadre  or  members  of  the  Class  of  1955,  but  we  couldn't  wear  them 
until  after  graduation  (the  way  it  should  be).  That  night  marked  a  new  be- 
ginning as  many  of  us  headed  out  to  town  to  celebrate,  others  headed  to 
their  racks  to  grab  some  much  needed  sleep. 

Monday  the  following  week  was  Herndon,  the  official  end  of  Plebe 
year.  We  wrote  funny  phrases  on  our  blue  rims,  like  "Break  Army"  or  "I  have  no  bearing."  We  worked 


together  as  a  team,  building  up 
close  after  about  a  half  an  hour, 
we  got  up  to  the  top,  we  soon 
covered  the  Dixie  Cup.  After  a 
to  be  our  first  Admiral.  (He  would 
so  much  for  that  prediction).  "No 
pared  for  the  next  step  on  our 
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and  falling  down  together.  We  were 
just  a  few  feet  short  of  the  goal.  Once 
found  out  that  packing  tape  completely 
little  over  two  hours,  Daniel  Knott  was 
leave  before  the  end  of  Youngster  year, 
more  Plebes"  rang  out  as  our  class  pre- 
journey  to  May  27,  2005.

2002  graduated  and  went  on  its  way  as  we  put  on  our  new  stripe  and  head- 
ed  into  Youngster  Summer.  YPs  or  LANTPATTRAMID  was  the  highlight  fori 
us  all.  An  all  expenses-paid  trip  to  Boston,  New  York,  and  Newport  with 
liberty  in  whites,  a  chance  to  bond  with  classmates,  and  the  opportunity  to 
earn  the  coveted  "nerd  nickel."  V-berthing  smelt  something  fierce  after  two 
weeks  and  anchor  watch  couldn't  have  been  more  boring  though.  Besides 
YPs,  we  also  had  to  do  CSNTS  or  NTT,  or  for  those  select  few,  Summer 
Seminar  or  Dive  School.  CSNTS  meant  hot  racking,  navigating  through 
storms,  and  wrecking  some  sailboats.  NTT  was  a  time  to  play  Marines  and 
SEALs  for  two  weeks  and  have  a  week  of  tours  thrown  in  the  middle.  It  was 
a  good  time  to  meet  more  classmates  and  get  some  liberty  on  the  week- 
end. 

After  the  summer,  we  were  all  thrust  into  new  companies,  with  the 
Academy's  practice  of  "shuffling"  classes  after  Plebe  Year.  Some  of 
us  loved  our  new  companies,  some  of  us  hated  them.  "Plebe-Year- 
with-carry-on"  was  a  rough  year.  Cynicism  began  to  creep  in  for 
some,  as  many  of  the  things  that  we  had  thought  were  Naval  Acad- 
emy traditions  were  labeled  bad  habits.  Admiral  Naughton  was  not 
the  Grand  Old  Supe  that  we  had  become  accustomed  to,  and  his 
incident  with  a  gate  guard  become  something  of  a  joke  within  the 
Brigade.  Three  weekends  just  weren't  enough  either,  as  weekends 
were  given  out  solely  based  on  class.  Army-Navy  was  a  highlight 
and  the  steam  rolling  of  Army  demonstrated  just  what  our  Navy 
Football  team  would  be  capable  of  in  the  years  to  come. 

now  in  the  Dark  Ages  made  staying  in  on  Friday 
nights  dreary.  The  blizzard  of  President's  Day  Weekend  \  „*       Jt 
led  to  six-day  weekends  for  some;  for  others  it  meant  a  'jt 
few  more  days  of  CMOD.  The  "Shock  and  Awe"  of  Op- 
eration Iraqi  Freedom  began  right  after  we  returned  from  i 
Spring  Break.  The  end  of  the  year  brought  the  Youngster 
Luau  with  our  class  officers  coming  through  with  some 
good-looking  shirts,  because  in  the  end,  that's  all  mids 
really  care  about,  the  free  shirt.  The  copious  amounts  of 
ice  cream  bars  were  pretty  awesome  as  well. 

Caraduation  that  year  was  miserable.  Despite  the  poor  weather,  the  Class  of  2003  was  al- 
lowed to  have  their  graduation  and  commissioning  ceremonies  outside.  The  other  classes  watched 
miserably  as  a  huge  rainstorm  hung  over  the  stadium  dumping  water  on  everyone.  Not  allowed 
Ike  jackets,  let  alone  rain  coats,  we  scrounged  for  cover  where  we  could:  garbage  bags,  huddling 
together,  trying  to  hide  out  in  the  bath  rooms,  or  by  the  concession  stands.  In  a  moment  of  confu- 
sion, word  was  passed  that  the  rest  of  the  Brigade  could  head  back.  Many  bolted  right  then  and 
there,  others  waited  for  more  definite  word,  only  to  hear  that  we  did  in  fact  have  to  stay  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  ceremonies.  The  hat  toss  finally  came,  we  raced  back  to  the  hall  to  put  the  symbol 
of  our  new  rank:  dry  CIVILIAN  clothes. 

Second  Class  Summer  was  also  a  good  time  for  us  to  bond  as  a  class.  PROTRA-party 
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was  a  great  time;  It  helped  us  to  start  narrowing  down  our  choices  for  service  assignment.  Some  of 
us  had  the  privilege  of  being  detailer  for  '07.  It  was  a  lot  of  work  and  the  limited  liberty  barely  gave 
you  a  chance  to  recharge  before  going  back  at  it.  No  spot  corrections  and  being  told  we  were  not 
providing  enough  "positive  reinforcement"  challenged  us  to  come  up  with  new  ways  to  train  and 
left  some  wonder  if  this  was  what  we  had  really  signed  up  for.  Whatever  your  feelings,  we  experi- 
enced a  leadership  opportunity  that  could  not  be  replaced.  The  Grey  Hull  cruises  were  definitely 
a  highlight  for  some.  By  luck  of  the  draw,  our  class  was  spread  across  the  world,  from  San  Diego 
to  Norfolk,  from  Hawaii  to  Earle,  New  Jersey. 


We  came  back  in  the  fall  with  civilian  clothes  and  cars,  and  the  role  of  trainer.  Those  of  us  who 
had  spent  our  summer  with  that  role  were  the  last  Second  Class  detailers.  Second  class  year  saw 
our  weekends  increased  to  5  per  semester  and  Tuesday  and  Friday  night  liberty  was  a  very  wel- 
come addition  to  go  along  with  all  of  our  new  responsibilities.  Signing  the  2-7  papers  had  meant 

partying  for  the  classes  ahead  of  us,  but  like  many  other 
j "traditions"  was  labeled  a  "bad  habit".  We  signed  commit- 
ill  ment  papers  and  treated  to  a  dinner,  complete  with  speak- 
ers and  Catawba. 

We  braved  the  ravages  of  Hurricane  Isabelle,  "the 
Storm  of  the  Century",  which  wreaked  havoc  on  the  yard 
and  resulted  in  millions  of  dollars  in  damage.   Due  to  ex- 
tensive flooding,  classes 
originally  held  in  the  lab 
deck  of  Rickover  and  the 
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Maury  where  parcelled  out  to  wardrooms,  Alumni  Hall,  just  about.,  .|^ 
anywhere  where  there  was  litte  or  no  damage.  The  Navy  even 
brought  in  a  mobile  barracks  (APL-61)  to  provide  more  rooms. 
The  labs  in  Rickover  were  completely  knocked  out  of  commis- 
sion and  would  only  really  start  to  come  back  online  our  Firstie 
year.  But  we  bounced  back  as  we  always  do  and  the  semester 
moved  on. 

;lhe  football  team  came  into  form  as  we  beat  Air  Force 
at  FedEx  Field  and  crushed  Army  at  the  Line  in  Philly 
to  improve  from  0-10  and  2-10  our  plebe  and  youngster 
years  to  8-4  second  class  year.  We  captured  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief's trophy  and  earned  a  bowl  berth  in  the 
Houston  Bowl.  We  also  gained  cult  icons  for  our  class  in 
Kyle  Eckel  and  Bobby  "the  Club"  McClarin. 

The  Spring  saw  more  snow,  more  Dark  Age  dreariness 
but  this  time  there  was  something  to  brighten  our  skies. 
The  Second  Class  career  starter  loan  of  up  to  $25,000 
was  given  to  us  just  a  few  weeks  before  Spring  Break.  With  it,  we  went  on  awesome  Spring  Break 
trips,  bought  cars,  paid  for  our  class  rings,  and  just  blew  it  on  alcohol.  Some  of  us  invested  it,  but 
some  decided  to  enjoy  every  penny  right  then. 
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One  thing  we  did  spend  money  on  was  Ring  Dance.  Once 
again,  our  class  officers  stepped  up  big  time  and  put  together  a 
great  night.  We  were  the  first  class  in  recent  memory  to  have  clear 
skies  and  no  rain.  Hospital  Point  was  the  site  of  the  party  under 
the  tent  and  fireworks  over  the  water.  Our  rings  were  christened  in 
water  from  the  Seven  Seas  and  we  were  one  step  closer  to  gradu- 
ation. 


As  the  covers  of  the  Class  of  2004  flew  in  the  air,  we 
dashed  back  to  the  Yard  with  our  new  horizontal  stripes  to  get 
our  parking  stickers.  We  brought  our  cars  on  the  Yard.  Every 
member  of  the  Class  of  2005  was  required  to  serve  in  a  leader- 
ship capacity  under  Admiral  Rempt's  revamping  of  the  summer 
training  programs.  Detail  became  an  all  First  Class  affair,  more 
firsties  were  needed  for  CSNTS  and  being  a  firstie  on  the  YPs 
meant  more  responsibilities  than  in  previous  years.  Leatherneck 
was  a  chance  for  potential  Marines  to  see  how  they  would  mea- 
sure up  and  our  cruises  this  summer  gave  us  a  glimpse  of  life  as 
a  junior  officer. 


There  is  a  saying  that  the  two  best  ranks  in  the  Navy 
are  Admiral  and  Midshipman  First  Class.  It  didn't  matter 
if  you  were  a  squad  leader,  team  captain  or  striper,  this 
was  going  to  be  a  great  year  for  us  all.  Events  leading  to 
graduation  came  and  went  with  lightning  speed.

Tensions  were  high  as  the 
overmanning  of  the  Navy  and  the  wars  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  created  changes  in  the  numbers 
going  into  each  branch.  Some  members  of  our  class  would  receive  "unassigned"  in  their  enve- 
lopes, as  the  needs  of  the  service  were  not  yet  certain. 

The  semester  rolled  on.  The  football  team  had  its  best  record 
in  a  hundred  years,  defending  the  Commander-in-Chief's  thanks 
to  classmate  Geoff  Blumenfeld's  last  second  field  goal  against  Air 
Force  and  a  Class  of  2005-led  shellacking  of  Army.  Aaron  Polanco 
led  the  team  to  victory  in  San  Francisco  at  the  Emerald  Bowl.  Bri- 
gade morale  was  at  an  all-time  high  for  us.  We  held  march  on 
through  DTAfor  the  first  time  in  years  and  partied  like  rock  stars  in 
the  parking  lot  after  the  games.  It  wasn't  without  incidents  though, 
from  streaking  to  directing  traffic  on  Main  Street  in  Mess  Dress,  we 
knew  how  to  make  it  count. 
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lhe  Dark  Ages  didn't  matter  to  us  as  we  were  on  the  way 
out.  Since  our  fates  had  since  been  decided,  we  coasted 
more  in  the  spring  than  previous  classes.  Service  Selec- 
tion beginning  of  February  told  us  where  we  going  after 
graduation.  Beer  flowed  and  the  celebrations  continued. 
One  last  college  Spring  Break  and  the  real  world  waited 
just  a  few  short  months  away. 


Commissioning  Week  was  a  week  that 
will  not  be  forgotten.  Of  course.  Though  it  rained 
a  few  times,  the  good  times  rolled.  Graduation 
practices  and  the  last  briefs  we  would  have  to  sit 
through  as  mids  signaled  the  end.  No  more  Dit- 
tlemeyer!!!  The  55  degree  graduation  practice  left 
something  to  be  desired,  especially  at  6am,  but  it 
was  all  a  means  to  an  end.  Graduation  itself  was 
warm.   President  Bush  qave  our  commencement 
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speech,  and  shook  hands  and  posed  for  pictures 
with  every  graduating  senior.  I  don't  think  any  of 
us  can  forget  how  it  felt  when  John  Burger,  our 
beloved  class  president,  finally  led  us  in  three 
cheers  for  those  we  leave  behind. 


So  this  is  the  story  of  the  United  Stated  Naval  Academy  Class  of  2005.  I  hope  this  has  helped  you 
remember  the  times  we  shared.  During  his  last  Commandant's  Call  to  us,  Captain  Leidig  said  that 
we  might  possibly  be  the  greatest  class  in  the  history  of  the  Naval  Academy.

We 
were  a  great  Naval  Academy  class  because  of  our  leadership,  our  dedication  and  drive,  our  own- 
ership of  the  Brigade.  We  raised  the  standard.  It  has  been  an  unforgettable  ride  for  us  all,  with  ups 
and  downs  along  the  way.  The  saying  goes,  "its  not  a  great  place  to  be  at,  but  it's  a  great  place  to 
be  from."

The  Midship- 
men cheered  their  team  onto  victory  from  a  special 
set  of  bleachers  set  up  adjacent  to  the  field.  They 
watched  as  their  team  moved  the  ball  up  and  down 
the  field  using  the  triple  option  as  only  Navy  knows 
how.   Navy  also  spiced  things  up  with  a  trick  play  to 
keep  the  New  Mexico  Lobos  off  balance.   Not  once, 
but  twice  the  Mids  surprised  the  Lobos  with  a  half- 
back option  throwback  that  found  Polanco  open  both 
times.  The  first  set  up  a  Polanco  TD  to  give  the  Mids  a 
14-7  lead.  The  second  time  came  on  a  4th  and  3  play 
that  kept  Navy's  relentless  4th  quarter  drive  alive. 
This  record  setting  drive  ate  up  94  yards  and  took 
1 4:26  off  the  clock.   Polanco  enjoyed  tremendous 
success  during  his  last  game  with  the  Navy  Football 
team.   Helped  out  by  an  offensive  line  that  pushed  the 
Lobos  out  of  their  way  all  game  long,  Polanco  gained 
138  yards  on  the  ground  and  ran  for  3  TDs,  includ- 
ing 101  yards  passing  and  a  61  yard  TD  reception  by 
Corey  Dryden.   Navy  sailed  to  victory  over  the  Lobos 
34  to  1 9  and  into  the  history  with  the  first  1 0-2  season 
since  1 905  and  the  first  Top  25  ranking  since  1 979.

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Every  year  since  1961,  the  Naval  Academy 
has  held  the  largest  undergraduate  foreign 
affairs  conference  in  the  country:  the  Naval 
Academy  Foreign  Affairs  Conference.  The 
annual  conference  includes  delegates  from 
colleges  across  the  country  and  around  the 
world  who  come  to  debate  and  learn  about 
a  topic  of  current  importance  to  the  foreign 
policy  community. 

The  45th  Annual  Conference's  topic  of  dis- 
cussion was  "Power  and  Purpose:  Defin- 
ing America's  Role  in  the  World."  The  topic 
was  chosen  by  the  NAFAC  midshipmen  di- 
rectors: 1/C  Shelby  Lichty,  1/C  Patrick  Daly, 
1/C  Drew  Thompson,  1/C  Margot  Beausey, 
1/C  Maia  Molina-Schaefer,  1/C  Carl  Glass, 
and  2/C  Nick  Hamm.

Deputy  to  be  a  no-show. 

These  were  just  part  of  our  day-to-day  life  in  the  hall. 
When  a  zone  inspection  occurred,  the  Brigade  was  raised 
to  even  more  frenzied  levels  as  we  competed  for  the  best 
inspection  results.    With  the  new  competitive  liberty  policy, 
good  preparation  for  an  Alpha  could  correlate  directly  to 
more  weekend  liberty  for  the  following  semester,  perhaps  the 
most  coveted  reward  a  Mid  can  receive.

"I  came  to  the  Naval  Academy  really 
loving  my  family,  and  you  get  here  and  those 
guys  in  my  company  -  every  one  of  us  -  I  truly 
believe  that  they're  part  of  my  family,"  says  Tra- 
vis Amerine  (21st  Company,  class  of  2005). 


In  his  opinion,  one  of  the  core  values  of 
the  Naval  Academy  is  the  sense  of  family  that 
we  are  instilled  with  as  fellow  Midshipmen, 
largely  from  living  in  such  a  close-knit  envi- 
ronment, a  factor  that  has  also  helped  foster  a 
close  relationship  with  his  biological  brothers. 
He  goes  on  to  say  that  "it's  just  been  an  ex- 
tra, added  bonus  to  have  Denver  here  with  me 
to  experience  that."  This  year,  Travis  and  his 
younger  brother  Denver  (4th  Company,  class 
of  2007)  were  one  of  the  Academy's  most  well 
known  sibling  pairs  and  they  were  even  pre- 
ceded by  another  Amerine  brother,  Lee,  from 
the  class  of  2003.  In  a  place  as  steeped  in 
tradition  as  the  Naval  Academy,  not  only  does 
a  sense  of  family  develop  within  the  brigade, 
but  it  is  quite  common  to  have  multiple  links 
to  the  Academy  in  a  family  tree.  From  par- 
ents and  grandparents  to  brothers  and  sisters 
-  older,  younger  or  twins,  and  every  combina- 


tion thereof  -  the  family  ties  seen  throughout 
the  brigade  each  year  are  always  striking. 

Every  individual  Midshipman  is  their 
own  person  and  is  an  adult  capable  of  making 
their  own  decisions,  a  point  which  Midshipmen 
Clint  and  Levi  DesJarlais,  brothers  from  Alas- 
ka, stress  in  explaining  their  relationship  here 
at  the  Academy.  And  just  as  each  DesJarlais 
brother  has  their  own  unique  personality,  each 
family  of  siblings  here  at  the  Academy  also  has 
a  dynamic  that  isn't  quite  like  the  others.  By 
nature  of  the  admissions  process,  each  mid- 
shipman is  qualified  in  his  or  her  own  right  and 
is  individually  driven  to  succeed.  When  mul- 
tiple siblings  choose  to  attend  the  Academy 
together,  they  frequently  cite  the  others  as  a 
strong  influence,  but  are  careful  to  designate 
between  an  influence  and  a  deciding  factor. 

The  privilege  of  having  an  older  brother 
or  sister  here  has  many  benefits  for  both  sib- 
lings and  even  their  friends.  Being  a  plebe 
without  privileges  it  is  nice  to  have  an  escape, 
and  many  younger  siblings  will  spend  time 
with  their  older  brother  or  sister  to  take  advan- 
tage of  their  improved  rights:  free  rides  all  over 
town,  carry  on  at  dinner,  maybe  safe  storage

of  civvies.  An  older  sibling  can  help  as  a  men- 
tor, too.  Denver  Amerine  admits  that  his  older 
brothers  bring  a  different  perspective  and  an 
"insight  on  how  things  work"  to  help  pass  on 
knowledge,  but  Travis  quickly  points  out  that  it 
works  both  ways,  with  Denver  and  Lee  help- 
ing to  complement  his  personality. 

Siblings  are  always  asked  about  each 
other,  from  questioning  whether  they  give  each 


other  a  hard  time  to  their  feelings  on  over- 
shadowing each  other's  accomplishments. 
Surprisingly,  most  do  not  give  the  answers 
you  would  expect  to  these  questions.  Very 
rarely  do  upper  class  siblings  mess  with  their 
younger  counterparts,  perhaps  playing  pranks 
early  in  plebe  year  or  on  occasions  such  as 
Army  Week  and  Halloween.  A  younger  sibling 
is  likely  to  feel  pressured  to  "fill  the  shoes"  of 
those  who  went  before,  but  typically 
keep  a  very  mature  outlook  and  un- 
derstanding of  their  own  potential  and 
abilities.  These  traits  are  certainly  not 
restrained  to  sibling  groups,  but  their 
unique  positions  and  often  extraor- 
dinary experiences  give  an  added 
depth  to  the  Naval  Academy  Family 
to  which  we  all  belong.

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The  women's  cross  country  dominated  their  season  this 
year.  They  always  placed  in  the  top  three  at  every  invitational  they 
went  to.  At  the  St.  Mary  Invitational  the  women  beat  all  competi- 
tion and  took  first  place.

Navy  fell  shy  to  American  University  by  twenty 
points  but  managed  to  pull  off  a  second  place  victory 
thanks  to  three  Mids  who  finished  in  the  top  10  of  the 
individual  standings.  A  month  later  Navy  captured  the 
N-Star  by  defeating  Army  25-30.  2/C  Josh  Sink  was  a 
key  component  to  the  win,  placing  third  with  a  time  of 
25:08.  Navy  was  victorious  at  the  Patriot  League  Cham- 
pionship held  at  Bucknell.  While  American  scraped  by 
again  for  another  first  place,  Navy  beat  out  six  other 
teams  for  the  title  of  runner  up.  The  Mids  concluded 
their  season  with  a  tenth  place  finish  at  the  NCAA 
Mid-Atlantic  Regional  at  Penn  State.  It  was  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  Navy  was  among  the  top  ten  teams. 

This  year's  captain,  1/C  Barry  Carmody  was  proud  of 
the  team's  accomplishments.  He  states,  "I  had  the  privi- 
lege of  running  under  a  lot  of  good  captains  throughout 
my  USNA  years  and  I  had  some  big  shoes  to  fill."  Look- 
ing at  Navy's  stats  it  seems  Carmody  did  a  great  job 
leading  his  team.

Rollo  would  be  forced 
out  of  the  water  due  to  a  hand  injury  and  the  team  "was  forced  to  play  without  one  of  its  star  play- 
ers," a  teammate  commented.  Despite  the  barrier,  Navy  went  into  the  Eastern  Championship 
with  a  winning  record  of  1 7-1 1  that  included  a  four  game  winning  streak  in  league  home  games. 
Navy  ended  its  season  1 9  -  1 2,  the  25th  straight  year  that  Navy  polo  has  had  a  win- 
ning season  with  at  least  nineteen  wins,  and  enough  to  put  Coach  Mike  Schofield  as  Navy's 
all-time  winning  coach  (442-1 77-1 ).  Though  Navy  couldn't  quite  make  it  to  the  NCAA  Final 
Four  for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  there  is  no  doubt  that  next  year  the  Mids  will  demonstrate 
belong  that  the  Final  Four  is  where  they  belong.

The  2004-2005  men's  squash  entered  the  year  with 
high  hopes  and  bold  goals.  Following  a  1 5th  place 
finish  at  the  2004  Nationals,  the  team  set  goals  to 
move  up  in  the  rankings  by  the  end  of  the  season. 

The  team  was  led  by  a  group  of  four  seniors,  captain  Gavin  Morrison,  a  crafty,  seasoned 
player;  Mike  Brennan,  the  gritty  southpaw;  the  fast  and  athletic  Mike  Rogers  and  Luke  Ko- 
ran, the  disciplined  technician.  The  four  set  the  pace  for  the  team  even  before  the  season 
began.  In  order  to  shake-up  the  routine  in  the  pre-season  and  to  increase  mental  concentra- 
tion and  flexibility,  the  team  had  ten  yoga  sessions  with  a  private  instructor.  Not  only  did 
the  yoga  help  the  team's  flexibility,  it  also  helped  the  team  bond  through  a  shared  experi- 
ence. Two  highly-touted  recruits  joined  the  Navy  team  as  well,  freshmen  Tucker  George  and 
Jeff  Sawin.  Both  products  of  strong  prep-school  programs  and  junior  squash,  the  two  made 
an  immediate  impact  on  the  Navy  lineup,  with  George  winning  the  coveted  USS  Barb  Squash 
Racquets  Perpeual  Trophy,  the  first  plebe  to  do  so  in  its  48-year  history.

The 
varsity  boat  would  finish  2nd  during  their  semifi- 
nal heat  trailing  Harvard  by  4  seconds.  That  boat 
then  went  on  to  finish  6th  in  the  final.  The  team 
was  disappointed  with  6th  after  losing  only  1  race 
during  the  regular  season,  but  they  plan  on  con- 
tinuing to  work  hard  and  perform  even  better  next 
season.

Spending  countless  hours  training  both  at  mental  prepara- 
tion and  with  up  to  three  different  pistols,  the  team  members  worked  together  to 
improve  as  a  whole.  Unlike  combat-style  shooting,  the  competitors  fire  the  Olym- 
pic course  of  fire,  which  requires  the  althlete  to  remain  in  one  spot  and  shoot  one 
handed  with  competition-grade  pistols.  With  60  shot  matches  that  last  up  to  two 
hours,  the  sport  requires  a  unique  combination  of  mental  and  physical  conditioning. 
The  team  sent  6  junior  members  to  the  Olympic  Training  Center  in  Colorado  Springs,  CO 
to  compete  in  the  Junior  Olympics  National  Competition.  4/C  Rachel  Florea  medaled 
with  a  3rd  place.  These  shooters  will  be  the  scoring  core  of  upcoming  Navy  Pistol  teams. 
The  Navy  Women's  Aggregate  team,  led  by  1  /C  Diana  Beauford,  1  /C  Gail  Kollhoff,  and 
2/C  Lauren  Keefe  went  undefeated  during  the  regular  season.  After  a  very  close  vic- 
tory over  Ohio  State,  the  ladies  finished  with  a  victory  over  Army.

The  64th 
annual  championship 
took  place  on  February 
25,  2005.   Midshipmen 
gathered  to  cheer  on 
their  favorite  competi- 
tors through  1 1  bouts 
of  fast  paced,  intense 
Navy  Boxing.

Nick  Tawil  '06  and  James  Dade  '08  faced  off  next  and 
Tawil  won  by  decision.   Adrian  Evangelista  '05,  Brigade  runner-up  in 
2004  defeated  Dan  Leahey  '07.   In  an  exciting  match,  two  Brigade 
Champions  faced  each  other  in  the  1  47-pound  bout.   BJ  Richardson 
'07  (2004  147-lbs  Champion)  defeated  Fernando  Garcia  '05  (2004 
1  39-lbs  Champion).  The  1  56-lbs  bout  became  a  rematch  for  Nick 
Cater  and  Alejandro  Loya  both  from  '06.   Last  year  Carter  won 
the  match-up,  Loya  took  the  match  this  year.   For  many,  the  next 
match  was  one  of  their  favorites.

Shvets  put  up  a  good  fight 
but  was  no  match  for  the  National  Champion  and  Amir  became  only 
the  1  2  Midshipmen  in  Naval  Academy  history  to  win  four  Brigade 
Champion  Titles.  Another  intraclass  rivalry  took  place  between 
the  first  class  Chris  Lonero  and  Dan  Martinez.   Both  were  runner- 
ups  last  year  and  when  the  smoke  settled  Lonero  was  declared  the 
victor.   Derek  Herrera  '06  challenged  Greg  Watten  '06  for  Greg's 
Brigade  Championship  title,  but  was  not  able  to  defeat  the  defend- 
ing champion.   In  the  final  match  of  the  evening,  the  heavyweights 
Dan  Brendel  '05  and  Dave  Paddock  '08  fought  ferociously,  with  Dan 
Brendel  prevailing. 

Beyond  the  excitement  of  the  Brigade  Championships,  the  Boxing 
Team  had  another  fantastic  year.  The  team  headed  out  to  Colo- 
rado, to  the  Air  Force  Academy  to  participate  in  the  NCBA  National 
Championship.   Navy  edged  out  Air  Force,  the  defending  national 
champs,  to  win  the  tournament.   Shareef  who  had  already  won  his 
fourth  Brigade  Championship  early  that  year,  defeated  his  Army 
opponent  to  win  his  third  National  Title.   Chris  Lonero  and  Jeremy 
Biggs  also  brought  home  National  Titles. 


There  was  a  single-mindedness  about  them 
that  was  striking.  To  them,  lacrosse  was  life.  No, 
that's  not  right.  Their  team  was  their  family  and 
group  of  best  friends  rolled  into  one.  It  was  kind 
of  hard  to  break  in  as  an  outsider  I  guess  it  could 
be  said  of  most  varsity  athletes  and  their  respec- 
tive sport,  but  I  saw  it  especially  with  this  bunch. 

I  contacted  co-captain  Nicole  Telesh  about 
becoming  manager  for  the  team  not  knowing  what 
the  experience  would  bring.  I  left  knowing  at  least 
one  thing:  these  girls  were  great.  They  were  great 
on  the  field,  as  exemplified  by  Nicole's  accomplish- 
ments, having  ended  the  year  with  undoubtedly  the 
best  statistics  in  the  league,  the  most  career  goals 
in  Navy  history  and  the  distinction  of  US  Lacrosse 
WDIA  attack  Player  of  the  Year  and  First  Team  Ail- 
American.  And  they  were  great  off  the  field:  co- 
captain  Anne  O'Donnell's  Marshall  scholarship  is  just 
the  most  obvious  example  of  many  achievements 
by  this  intelligent  and  stunningly  beautiful  group. 

"The  team  deserved  their  national  ranking" 
said  Officer  Rep.  CDR  Lisa  McWhorter.  She  noted 
that,  with  an  incredible  depth  on  the  sidelines  com- 
ing and  a  group  of  already  strong  returning  starters, 
the  team  "coalesced  into  a  mean  fighting  machine." 
She  wasn't  kidding.  Navy  Women's  Lacrosse  plays  to 
win.  A  bad  day  was  when  the  other  team  came  within 
5  points.  Typical  margins  were  more  along  the  lines  of  1  5. 

When  asked  about  their  heartbreaking  overtime 
loss  to  Florida  during  the  national  semifinals,  one  of  only 
two  losses  the  entire  season,  the  general  consensus 
was  that  all  they  could  do  was  accept  the  result  and 
move  on.  This  kind  of  resiliency  revealed  the  nature  of 
the  team:  a  team  with  the  adequate  strength  and  ski 
can  win  often.  It  takes  a  team  with  extraordinary  char- 
acter to  move  on  while  learning  from  their  mistakes. 

And  move  on  they  will:  while  they  are  los- 
ing two  excellent  players  in  Nicole  Telesh  and  Anne 
O'Donnell,  the  rest  of  a  remarkably  deep  team  will  re- 
turn next  year.  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  will  go  far. 

I  read  somewhere  that  the  true  competitor  knows 
this  fight  is  not  won  alone  but  as  a  team. 
The  individual  must  take  responsibility 
to  push  themselves,  but  one  must  also 
rely  on  the  others  to  push  themselves  as 
well,  gaining  strength  thereby.  This  team 
epitomizes  this  ideal:  they  do  everything 
they  can  as  individuals  and  know  every- 
one else  on  the  team  will  do  the  same. 
Then  they  click  as  a  team,  and  they  win.

The  rugby  team  began  the  year  with  a  bang.  Led 
by  captains  and  Ail-Americans  Ben  Pittard  and  Scott 
Cleveland,  the  team  went  undefeated  in  the  Mid-Atlantic 
Rugby  Football  Union  fall  season  and  downed  ranked  op- 
ponent Ohio  State.  However,  the  fall  season  ended  with 
a  bitter  loss  to  Army.  With  the  Army  defeat  looming  over 
their  heads,  the  players,  led  by  new  assistant  coach  Mike 
Coyner,  went  into  a  rigorous  off  season  training  program 
of  hard  conditioning  early  in  the  mornings.  When  spring 
season  came  around,  the  team  defeated  Delaware  and 
then  headed  off  to  South  Africa  for  a  12  day  tour.

Joy  Bright  Hancock  enlisted  in  the  Navy  as  a 
Yeoman  (F),  serving  at  Camden,  New  Jersey  and 
at  the  Naval  Air  Station,  Cape  May.  Following 
the  war,  she  married  Lieutenant  Charles  Gray 
Little,  who  was  killed  in  the  crash  of  the  airship 
ZR-2  in  1921.  A  year  later,  she  obtained  employ- 
ment with  the  Bureau  of  Aeronautics,  where 
her  duties  including  editing  the  Bureau's  "News 
Letter",  which  later  evolved  into  the  maga- 
zine "Naval  Aviation  News".   In  1924,  she  left 
the  Bureau  to  marry  Lieutenant  Commander 
Lewis  Hancock,  Jr.,  who  lost  his  life  when  USS 
Shenandoah  (ZR-1)  crashed  in  September  1925. 
In  February  1946,  Commander  Hancock  became 
the  Assistant  Director  (Plans)  of  the  Women's 
Reserve  and  was  promoted  to  WAVES'  Director, 
with  the  rank  of  Captain,  in  July  of  that  year. 
She  guided  the  WAVES  through  the  difficult 
years  of  Naval  contraction  in  the  later  1940s 
and  the  expansion  of  the  early  1950s,  a  period 
that  also  saw  the  Navy's  women  achieve  status 
as  part  of  the  Regular  Navy.  Captain  Hancock 
retired  from  active  duty  in  June  1953.
